I am afraid to say, looking on the 
horizon, the new year is set to start 
as this one finishes - wind and rain. 

The big day was set to see strong 
winds of up to 50mph sweep the 
country as rain continues to fall. 

It follows a similar pattern over 
the Christmas period, where the 
county was lashed by violent winds 
of up to 70mph, which sent trees 
tumbling over and caused havoc for 
public transport. 

For the UK, the devastating 
impact was even more terrifying. 

Floods ruined not just people’s 
Christmases, but also their homes 
and businesses along the south 
coast. 

The south east of England was hit 
by power cuts, with tens of thou¬ 
sands of homes in north Wales and 
Cumbria left without power. 

And to date, at least five people in 
the country have been reported to 
be killed as a result of the storms. 

So it’s fair to say it had been a mis¬ 
erable Christmas on the weather 
front, but unfortunately it’s set to 


continue. 

On Sunday night, it all went down¬ 
hill again after a calmer weekend as 
another active front sweeped the 
county. 

We gusted to 46mph on Monday 
morning despite mild temperatures 
with highs of 10c. 

On New Years Eve we saw more 
wind and rain arrive in the morning 
followed by a drier and brighter 
afternoon. 

Herald & Post’s weather corre¬ 
spondent, Jamie Dunlop, said: “It 
stays windy today and tomorrow 
with a few passing showers in the 
county.”

Value of average 
wage has fallen

The real value of average 
wages in the county has 
dropped by a fifth in the past 
five years. 

The news comes as the 
director general of the CBI, 
John Cridland, called on 
businesses to raise the wages 
of the lowest paid. 

In his New Year message Mr 
Cridland said despite eco¬ 
nomic growth, there were 
“still far too many people 
stuck in minimum wage jobs 
without routes to progres¬ 
sion, and that’s a serious 


challenge that businesses 
and the government must 
address.” 

It is an unusual message 
from the CBI which lobbies 
on behalf of Britain’s busi¬ 
nesses. 

But Mr Cridland is con¬ 
cerned that the benefits of 
economic recovery are not 
filtering down to all levels of 
society because pay at the 
bottom is too low. 

Figures published by the 
Office of National Statistics 
show that in 2008 the average 
wage in Northamptonshire 
was £27,229 but by £2013 it 
had dropped to £26,669, a fall 


of 19.9 per cent. It still stands 
up well against the average 
wage in the East Midlands 
which is £24,949. 

The average national wage 
for 2013 is £27,174. 

Northampton South MP 
Brian Binley said: “First of all 
you have got to earn money 
before you pay it out. That is 
one of the lessons the Labour 
Government never learned. If 
you have not got the money 
you cannot spend it. 

“We have a lot of people 
starting businesses in 
Northampton and when you 
work for yourself you pay 
yourself less at first.”

Library youth 
co-ordinator is 
a Literacy Hero 



Northamptonshire County 
Council’s youth programme 
co-ordinator for the library 
service Ruth Gasson has been 
announced as one of ten 
Literacy Heroes across the 
United Kingdom. 

Literacy Heroes is a new ini¬ 
tiative set up by the National 
Literacy Trust to celebrate 
their 20th year of working to 
improve literacy skills. The 
Trust was looking for people 
who have overcome their own 
problems with reading or 
writing or helped to inspire 
others to improve their litera¬ 
cy skills. 

The Duchess of Cornwall, 
the patron of the Literacy 
Trust, announced the Literacy 
Heroes at a special reception 
at Clarence House on 
December 4. Other Literacy 
Heroes include Harry Potter 
author J.K. Rowling and 
Happy Days star Henry 
Winker, who is also dyslexic 
and has written books about a 
schoolboy struggling with 
learning difficulties. 

Ruth, one of ten people 
selected, was awarded for 
overcoming her own problems 
with dyslexia and the work 
she has done to improve liter¬ 
acy in children and young 
people. 

She said: “It was a real sur¬ 
prise to find out I had won, I’d 
had a couple of missed calls 
from a London number which 
I’d just put down to someone 
trying to sell me something. 
Then when they called again 
and I answered I just didn’t 
believe it. I’m normally really 
confident and love doing 
things for others but when the 
focus is on me and things I’ve 
done I feel quite shy and 
embarrassed. 

“I went to Clarence House to 
receive my award, which was 
an amazing experience, as 
well as chatting to and receiv¬ 
ing my award from Camilla I 
met Henry Winkler, the Fonz 
my childhood hero!” 

She joined the library ser¬ 
vice in 2010, becoming the 
youth librarian for 
Northamptonshire where she 
has led a number of projects 
and initiatives, with particu¬ 
lar focus on the Excluded or 
Not in Education, 

Employment or Training 
(NEET). Having been excluded 
from school herself, Gasson 
uses her own life experiences 
to communicate with young 
people and engages them with 
literacy through spoken word. 

Her work has included run¬ 
ning workshops with children 
and young people in schools 
and libraries, setting up crea¬ 
tive writing groups and creat¬ 
ing the young adult arts 
groups model, where libraries 
recruit volunteers to run reg¬ 
ular groups for young people.

A deaf actor from 
Northampton is delight¬ 
ed after appearing on 
Channel 4 as a TV 
announcer. 

Alex Nowak, 21, of 
Moulton, appeared on 
the channel four times to 
announce shows using 
British Sign Language 
(BSL) such as Alan Carr 
Chatty Man and 
Hollyoaks. 

It was part of the chan¬ 
nel’s Alternative Voices 
project, giving a platform 
to five people with com¬ 
munication difficulties 
to introduce some of the 
channel’s biggest shows, 
and to therefore ‘normal¬ 
ise the presence of disa¬ 
bled people on TV’. 

Alex secured the oppor¬ 
tunity when he was con¬ 
tacted by a producer. He 
then had a successful 
interview before taking 
on hours of rehearsals. 

He said: “The whole 
experience was a fantas¬ 
tic one. The staff I worked 
with were lovely and 
truly looked after me. 

“The feedback I’ve had 
on social networking 
sites and from the gener¬ 
al public has been 
extremely positive. I 
really hope that 
Alternative “Voices has 
raised, and will continue 
to raise, special needs 
awareness and challenge 
a lot of people’s miscon¬ 
ceptions towards 
impaired individuals. 
And to give people who 
would not normally have 
the opportunity, a voice.” 

The actor doesn’t just 
use BSL in his film and 
TV appearances, but he 
is also able to use speech. 

Alex worked alongside 
five other announcers 
during his time at 
Channel 4 and was men¬ 
tored by Barra, a conti¬ 
nuity announcer on 
Channel 4, to improve 


his scripting and presen¬ 
tation skills. 

Alex added: “In the 
training process there 
was a mixture of 
individuals 
including 
Channel 4 
profession¬ 
als, two 

people with 
Tourette’s, 
one guy 

with a stam¬ 
mer, a girl 
with cerebral 
palsy using an electronic 
device to speak and 
myself, a deaf person, 
with three lip speakers... 


I mean, talk about diver¬ 
sity! 

“It was a tremendous 
experience. That’s what I 
love about Channel 4 
they’re very open 
to taking risks.” 
Besides acting, 
Alex has also 
been involved 
in projects pro¬ 
moting the use 
of BSL. Some 
include teaching 
EastEnders actress 
Lorna Fitzgerald how 
to sign and being the 
Young Deaffest 

Ambassador at UK’s 
Deaffest Film Festival.

Silverstone pub 
roots for Schumi

Regulars at a Silverstone pub are rooting for 
Michael Schumacher who is in a coma after a 
skiing accident on Sunday left him fighting 
for his life. 

The former motor racing champion was ski¬ 
ing with his son on Sunday at Grenoble when 
the accident happened at the resort of Meribel 
at the French Alps. 

Les Adams, a tennent of The White Horse 
pub in Silvestone, said: “The amount of 
people at the pub wishing him well is 
untrue. 

“We have got our own Facebook 
page and we have posted a message 
wishing him well.” 

The post reads: “Wishing Michael 
Schumacher all the best after sus¬ 
taining a ‘serious head injury’ 
whilst skiing.” 

Les added: “He was just doing 
something for pleasure - skiing - a 
hobby, and it ends up like that. 

“When he is out with his son and this sort of 
thing happens, it just beggars belief.” 

Les, 56, who has been at the pub for 13 years, 
briefly met Michael on the Silverstone track in 
2003 when he gained a pit pass from a TV pro¬ 
duction team who had been visiting the pub. 

Recalling the moments he saw Michael, Les 
said: “He was leaving his motorhome and 
smiled and said ‘hi’ as he walked past me. 

“That memory was alright - ironically I 
wasn’t a massive Shumacher fan as such. But 


him smiling and saying hi to me made me 
become one!” 

Schumacher has many links to 
Northamptonshire. 

In 1999, the seven-time FI champion was 
airlifted to Northampton hospital when he 
crashed at the high-speed Stowe Corner at 
Silverstone. 

His Ferrari’s rear brake failed, sending him 
off the track and he suffered a broken leg. 

He later retired at the end of the 2006 season 
before returning in 2010 at Brackley based 
Mercedes. 

But after a three-season comeback, 
Schumacher retired from FI for the 
final time in 2012. 

Schumacher, who turns 45 on 
January 3, also raced for Jordan 
and Benetton, winning the last of 
his world titles in 2004. 

He won two with Benetton in 
1994 and 1995 before moving to 
Ferrari and winning five in a row 
from 2000. 

The German has 91 career wins. 

His return to the sport with 
Northamptonshire based Mercedes after a 
spell in retirement was less successful. 

It came after a serious motorcycling accident 
in February 2009 when he suffered neck and 
spine injuries during testing at a circuit in 
Cartagena, Spain. 

Schumacher recovered sufficiently from 
those injuries to make a comeback, but he 
managed just one podium finish in his three 
years with the team and a best end-of-season 
placing of eighth in 2011.

But Mallinder’s men replied almost 
immediately turning up the heat with a 
three-try blitz before the break as 
Christian Day George Pisi and Jamie 
Elliott all dotted down. 

Day helped himself to a second before 
Rob Webber hit back for Bath and Samu 
Manoa and Leroy Houston traded scores 
- George North’s last-minute effort the 
icing on the cake for Saints. 

All the while Stephen Myler kept his 
cool, kicking 13 points and landing six of 
his seven kicks and Mallinder was 
impressed by his side’s composure. 

“It was a very good game of rugby We 
know Bath are a good side and they had 
gone 11 games unbeaten,” said Mallinder. 

“They are a quality side and they have 
improved as a team. They’ve got a big, 
heavy pack and some very exciting backs 
but we played well. 

“We were shocked to go 13-0 down but 
we showed good composure and we 
played with a lot of accuracy, particular¬ 
ly in attack.

Northampton Saints second row 
Christian Day helped himself to a 
double as Jim Mallinder’s men 
outthought and outfought Bath 
in a six-try blitz at Franklin’s 
Gardens on Saturday. 

George Pisi, Jamie Elliott, Samu 
Manoa and George North also got 
in on the act as Saints made it six 
Premiership wins on the spin, 
comfortably prevailing in this 
second versus third clash ahead of 
hosting Harlequins on Friday. 

Bath arrived at the Gardens on a 


run of 11 matches unbeaten and 
romped into a 13-0 lead but Saints 
cranked up the heat thereafter 
and their visitors simply couldn’t 
live with them. 

All the while Stephen Myler 
enhanced his claims to feature in 
Stuart Lancaster’s forthcoming 
England squad with a consum¬ 
mate display at fly-half, kicking 
five conversions and a timely 
75th-minute penalty. 

Bath rallied late and Leroy 
Houston’s 66th-minute score 
brought them to within eight 
points but Myler’s three-pointer 
and North’s try extinguished any 
hopes of a comeback. 

With the match just a few min¬ 
utes old there was a lengthy break 
in play as referee Luke Pearce was 
inadvertently clobbered by a Bath 
forward and forced off the field, 


bringing Martin Fox into the fray 
as the man in the middle. 

His first act was to award a pen¬ 
alty - duly converted by George 
Ford - and Bath raced into an 8-0 
lead on five minutes when Kyle 
Eastmond made the most of a 
break to dot down. 

Ford added the extras before 
bisecting the posts with another 
penalty to give Bath a handsome 
led but things fell apart for the 
visitors when Paul James was sent 
to the sin bin on 18 minutes. 

Day had his first score just two 
minutes later after hooker Dylan 
Hartley had sent the ball wide and 
Geroge Pisi, restored to the line¬ 
up after his ban, rounded off a 
nice build up on 28 minutes. 

With Myler converting both 
Saints had edged in front and the 
hosts were rampant - Elliott the 


next to cross after a smart pass 
from Ken Pisi to Northampton in 
21-13 up at the break. 

Day had his second on 42 min¬ 
utes in another power-packed 
move but back came Bath with a 
muscular try of their own, fin¬ 
ished off by Rob Webber. 

Ford couldn’t convert however 
and Manoa appeared to make the 
game safe with Saints’ five try, 
another imperious display of for¬ 
ward strength but Bath still 
weren’t finished and reduced the 
arrears to 33-25 when Houston 
picked up from the base of the 
scrum and forced his way over. 

Bath pressed for at least a bonus 
point but Myler’s penalty gave 
Saints a cushion and North 
rounded off an excellent perfor¬ 
mance with try number six at the 
death.

A good week has passed since Aidy Boothroyd 
was sacked, allowing Cobblers’ fans to digest 
the news along with their Christmas turkey. 

The interim period has seen former Swindon 
boss Andy King step up to caretaker manager, 
his first challenge being Burton Albion on 
Boxing Day and the task of organising a win in 
the brewery town. 

Although Northampton came away from the 
Pirelli Stadium on the back of a one nil defeat, 
the Cobblers’ performance offered a hint of 
light in a dark December while also drawing 
issues with previous manager Boothroyd into 
sharp focus. 

Indeed, on googling Boothroyd’s name, the 
first result that comes up is “long bah” and 
although fans were fine with a more direct 
approach when winning games they were not 
prepared to put up with such uncultured fare 
whilst bottom of the league. 

Perhaps the bigger issue is that Boothroyd’s 
brand of football was not getting the best out of 
his players. 

The long ball game might encourage laziness 
in both thought and action when the easy 
option is a punt up field. 

A good coach can surely tease out improve¬ 
ment in his players whereas apart from the 
centre backs and target men the Cobblers’ 
more subtle players had gone backwards in the 
last months of Boothroyd’s reign. 

Chris Hackett looked a shadow of his former 
self, left back Joe Widdowson retreated into his 
shell whilst Kevin Amankwaah appeared terri¬ 
fied to cross the half way line. 

Meanwhile young prospect Lewis Hornby has 
been injured for so long that it is possible to 
forget the technique that brought such excite¬ 


ment regarding his potential. 

Yet, at Burton and later Portsmouth, like a 
winter thaw, green shoots of progress began to 
appear. 

The recall of midfielder Ricky Ravenhill by 
Bradford did King no favours but Ben Tozer 
(himself brought back from Colchester) showed 
few signs of resentment with energetic central 
midfield displays that put him in line for two 
man-of-the-match awards. 

At Burton, Tozer lined up alongside Gary 
Deegan and Darren Carter, the latter for whom 
it appeared there was no future at the club only 
a fortnight ago. 

Although the former West Brom midfielder 
Carter didn’t quite set the world alight, there 
were signs of a revival with a couple of through 
balls which hinted at a talent not yet realised at 
the Cobblers. 

Hackett too looked revitalised on the right 
wing with his close control and perpetual 
readiness to turn his man. 

In truth though, Hackett is wasted on the 
wing with few players in position to capitalise 
on his high and low crosses. 

At the Pirelli, Izale McLeod ploughed a lone 
furrow on the left flank (before withdrawing 
injured) while Luke Norris too often found 
himself isolated outside the Burton box, bereft 
of support. 

In many ways Gary Rowett’s Albion are a 
model that the Cobblers could do well to follow 
both off the pitch with their bottom up 
approach which encapsulates tight financial 
planning and maximisation of turnover and on 
it with their superb training facilities and 
steady transfer policy. 

The Brewers’ superior forward line showed at 
times with decent link up play between hold¬ 
up man Billy Kee and nippy finisher Adam 
McGurk. 

Burton had the luxury of bringing on Rene 
Howe late on whereas Northampton had to rely 
on a half fit Roy O’Donovan to replace McLeod 


The sight of Howe again raises questions over 
whether Boothroyd ever signed a replacement 
for Akinfenwa and whether signing Bedford 
boy Howe would have been more sensible than 
a string of stop-gap loans. 

Funnily enough, it wasn’t a striker that won 
the game for Burton. Instead, centre back Ian 
Sharps rose strongly to head home from a 
Jimmy Phillips corner late on. 

You’d have forgiven the Northampton players 
then for being dazed going into the Sunday 
game in front of 15,000 at Fratton Park. 

More so given that the squad was more a vul¬ 
ture ravaged carcass than down to the bare 
bones with McLeod still injured and youth 
team players Ben Heath and Connor Roberts 
called to the bench. 

But, as they had done against Fleetwood, the 
Cobblers raised their game on the big occasion 

So too the fans, 700 of them from 
Northampton, perhaps inspired by the “proper 
football” feel of Fratton Park with its mock 
Tudor fagade, looming stands, graffiti riddled 
alleys and razor wire. 

Indeed, the Shoe Army, full of burgers and 
onions were in full voice from the off with their 
counterparts in the North Stand befuddled at 
the large Cobblers turn out. 

One young Pompey loudmouth who had sat 
close to the Cobblers’ support to give them 
grief soon wished he hadn’t as his friend was 
turfed out before kick-off leaving him alone at 
the mercy of the wittier and more vocal types 
in the away end. 

Perhaps Richie Barker’s 11 were caught out 
too by a Northampton side that had thoughts 
beyond making up the numbers. 

Whisper it quietly but Northampton can play 
football and perhaps so too can the likes of 
Gary Deegan who has been widely criticised in 
his short time at the club. 

Deegan, with more support from the likes of 
Tozer and Matty Harriot, began to influence 
the game from a variety of angles, switching 


the play nicely and getting stuck in with well- 
timed tackles. 

Meanwhile, the aforementioned Harriot, 
unwrapped from whatever dusty box 
Boothroyd had been keeping him in, provided 
link- up play of a higher standard than you 
might expect from someone so long discarded. 

Pompey, still in a period of transition after 
being taken over by their supporters, were no 
great shakes but on a man-to-man level, the 
Cobblers provided the better performances 

Chris Hackett was the best player on the pitch 
and showed an ability to travel with the bah 
and vent pressure that would be welcomed by 
clubs a league higher. 

Over at right back, Amankwaah had gotten 
over the altitude sickness of crossing the half 
way line and clearly liked it, completing several 
surging runs and overlapping Hackett. 

Credit must go too, to young forward David 
Moyo who was forced to take the field after 
Norris took a whack. 

Nineteen year old Moyo had appeared second 
choice of Northampton’s two young strikers 
behind Ivan Toney during Boothroyd’s time yet 
there he was running riot in front of the parti¬ 
san Fratton End. 

Moyo could conceivably have been playing 
for Stamford against Droylsden on Sunday if 
King hadn’t recalled him from his loan at the 
Evostick Premier side and this would of course 
prevented him from nearly clinching the game 
for Northampton when brought down when 
clear with only minutes remaining. 

Perplexingly referee Gavin Ward refused to 
blow for a foul and a red card for last man 
Bradley. 

But Northampton couldn’t be denied a pre¬ 
cious point at Pompey. Perhaps with a new 
manager, in a couple of years we will see pass¬ 
ing football at a redeveloped Sixfields? We live 
in hope, which, given the brightness of 
Northampton’s showing on the South Coast is 
not unfounded.

Cobblers chairman David Cardoza has said 
that his shortlist for a new manager at 
Sixfields has been whittled down ‘to a few 
names'. 

Andy King has been in charge of the last 
two games in a caretaker capacity following 
the sacking of Aidy Boothroyd, with Cardoza 
insisting that the appointment of the new 
man must not be rushed. 

Northampton are bottom of League Two 
and whoever is given the reins will be tasked 
with preserving the club’s Football League 
status. 

Former Cobblers midfielder Chris 
Hargreaves, a coach at AFC Bournemouth, is 
now favourite for the position, with ex-Gill¬ 
ingham boss Martin Allen, Nuneaton’s 
Kevin Wilkin and King, who would like the 
job, also in the frame. 

“We know there is an urgency around the 
situation, but likewise we are performing a 
thorough and detailed process to make sure 
we get the right man for the job,” said 
Cardoza, who has been abroad. 

“It is not a decision that can be rushed and 
we are fortunate that we have Andy King to 
guide us through this busy interim period. 

“We understand how important this 
appointment is, given our league position. 
We also know that we cannot rush a decision 
now, we must take our time and get it right. 

“A lot is happening behind the scenes, all 
day, every day. We have narrowed our search 
down to a few names. We are talking to a lot 
of people inside the game, seeking their 
opinion and advice and making sure we do 
our homework to identify the right candi¬ 
date. Now more than ever we need the back¬ 
ing of our fans and I would like to thank 
them again for their support. 

“Thirteen of our final 23 games are at 
home, and the backing of the supporters at 


Sixfields will be crucial for us in the second 
half of the season.” 

King, who was denied a chance to further 
stake a claim for the job full-time when the 
New Year’s Day fixture at home to 
Chesterfield fell victim to a waterlogged 
pitch, has been allowed to strengthen the 
squad by Cardoza while the search for a per¬ 
manent manager continues. 

The Cobblers have been hit by injuries, 
suspensions and loan recalls and King has 
responded by securing the addition of two 
strikers on one month loan deals. 

Everton’s Hallam Hope and Gillingham’s 
Antonio German have both arrived at 
Sixfields while another loaned forward, 
Izale McLeod, has become the latest player 
to return to his parent club after an injury 
forced him back to MK Dons early. 

Hope, 19, joined Everton from Manchester 
City in 2005 and was handed a two year pro¬ 
fessional contract at Goodison Park in 
September. 

The England youth international made his 
first appearance for the young Three Lions 
in the Victory Shield in October 2009, and 
scored twice for his country in the 3-1 win 
over Ukraine in France’s Montaigu 
Tournament in March 2010. 

During the 2010/11 campaign, he was a key 
player as Everton charged to the national 
academy title and he was rewarded with a 
reserve-team breakthrough the following 
campaign. 

Meanwhile, 22-year-old German came 
through the ranks at QPR before joining the 
Gills last summer. 

After turning professional with the R’s in 
2009, he went on to score three times in 20 
first team appearances, as well as spending 
time on loan at Aldershot, Southend and 
Yeovil. He left Loftus Road in 2011 and 
played for Stockport County and Bromley 
before joining Brentford on an 18 month 
deal in January 2012. 
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
